LADIES who live in the country and 
raise poultry would find it a source of 
amusement if they would save the feath- 
ers of hens, roosters, peafowls, etc and 
form them into feather-dusters, or flow- 
ers for winter bouquets. For the latter 
begin by making a card-box with many 
divisions, then with sharp scissors trim 
away all the superfluous parts and shape 
the leather into an oval leaf, leaving 
only a short stem. 
Prepare a o-ood 


many m this way, carefully cuttino- 
away a part of tho midrib to render S 
flexible. 
Have some line wire cut into 


short pieces and some strands of floss 
silk, and, taking a piece of wire, attach 
nrmly to one end several stiff fibers or 
a few bits of down; next take one of 
the leaves, and, beuding it gently out- 
ward, fix it close to the tuft by winding 
the silk tightly round the wire ; receat 
until you have six or eight leaves around 
the stamens, and finish your flower t>y 
winding the whole stem with o-rccn or 
brown iloss. Short goose feathers form 
lovely white roses by arranging several 
rows of petals and using yellow centers, 
wlule rich green leaves are made from 
the beautiful tail-feathers of the. rooster 
and the wing of the common duck 
The breasts of peafowls give us ex- 
quisite blue flowers, and the different 
shades of gray and wood-color found .in 
the plumage of the common hen will 
surprise those who have not made a 
study of the art of feather ilower-mak- 
ing. 
Tor those who can see no beauty 


in quiet shades there are the family 
dyes, which will color feathers prettily 
by first wetting well in hot water, then 
dipping into a solution of red or blue 
with the addition of a bit of alum to set 
the color. 
The plumage of birds of all 


kinds (and of the wild duck in particu- 
lar) will vary your collection, and form 
objects of admiration and study for nil.

FLIKS AND HORSES. — The suggestion 


is made that by rubbing a horse with a 
decoction of walnut leaves the flies may 
be kept at a distance. 


A WATER-PROOF cement is prepared 


by a German chemist as follows : Dis- 
solve five to ten parts dry gelatine in 
100 parts water, then add ten per cent. 
of a concentrated solution of bichro- 
mate of potash. Articles united with 
this glue are exposed to the light of the 
sun, when the bichromate becoming re- 
duced, the gelatine film attains great 
strength and tlexibility. 


CREAM SAUCE.— One tablespoonful 


of butter, one teaspoonful of flour, one 
cup of cold milk, salt, pepper; put but- 
ter in small saucepan, and, when hot, 
add flour, stir until perfectly smooth, 
but do not let it brown ; then, add the 
milk gradually, stirring all the time; 
boil two minutes, then add chicken and 
pepper, and salt to taste. 


SPANISH EGGS. — Cook one cup of ric« 


thirty minutes in two quarts of boiling 
water, to which has been added one 
tablespoonful of salt ; drain through a 
colander, and then add one tablespoon- 
ful of butter. Spread on a hot platter 
very lightly. 
Now on the rice place six 


dropped eggs, and serve. 


GINGER COOKIES. — One teacupful of 


brown sugar, one 
of New Orleans 


molasses, one of thick sour cream, one 
tablespoonful of ginger, one teaspoonful 
of salt, one tablespoonful of saleratus 
(dissolved in a little cold water), and 
one egg; mix soft; roll half -an inch 
thick; bake in a moderate oven. 


A WRITER in the -Farmer's Review 
gives the following remedy as a sure 
preventive against the ravages of the 
cabbage worm. Place the suds used in 
washing in sunshine until soured. 
When the worms appear sprinkle the 
plants three or four sprinklings. 
This 


has proved a success. Several persons 
have tried this simple remedy and raised 
the best cabbage they ever raised, and 
consider it a success. 


HONEY forms an ingredient in many 


of the compositions recommended for 
the face because of its healing proper- 
ties. A foreign physician, who has de- 
voted considerable time and study to 
the subject, furnishes the following 
recipe for inducing clearness of com- 
plexion : 
One ounce of honey, three 


ounces of ground barley and the white of 
an egg mixed to a paste, and spread 
thickly over the face before retiring. 
In the morning it is to be washed off 
with warm water, wetting the surface 
with a sponge and letting it soften first. 
This application is to be repeated each 
night until the skin becomes fine .and 
soft. 
ID. addition a daily bath in tepid 


water, followed with vigorous rubbing, 
is advised. 
This recipe is probably as 


good as any, and has the merit of being 
quite simple and harmless. 


Do Hot attempt to clean any loose- 


woven carpet which allows the dust to 
sift through it on to the floor under- 
neath, without taking it up and shaking 
and beating it through. 
When tacked 


down again it may be brightened and 
grease and dirt spots removed by scrub- 
bing it with warm soapsuds to which 
has been added hartshorn (ammonia). 
[f the carpet is much soiled use about 
four tablespoonfuls of ammonia to a 
bucket of water; 
otherwise a less 


amount will be sufficient. 
To lay the 


dust in sweeping a rag or other carpet, 
there is nothing better than corn-meal 
sprinkled over it.

Enemies of Orchards. 


THE numerous insects that innko their 


appearance every spring, to destroy our 
vegetables, injure our fruits, txnd to suck 
our blood, undoubtedly corns for some 
good purpose; if they 'do nothing more 
they sharpen our wits, and compel more 
active exertions. Among the first leaf- 
eating insects that make their appear- 
ance in the spring, is found the tent 
caterpillar, which begins to hatch out as 
soon as the leaves commence to grow. 
In the earlier stages of their growth the 
tent caterpillars live in colonies, and 
surround themselves with a web, or 
tent, to protect themselves from the 
storms; from this protection, in good 
weather, twice a day they march out in 
a single line to the leaves of the tree ; 
when their appetites are satisfied they 
return to their tents in tho same way'; 
in bad weather they remain at home. 
When nearly grown they separate and 
roam singly over the tree. There are 
but few enemies to the orchard, so easily 
destroyed as this, if taken in season, but 
if neglected until separation takes place, 
it is very difficult, and almost impossi- 
ble to rid tho orchard of thorn. 
With a conicn.1 brush fastened to a 


polo, a small quantity of kerosene in a 
shallow dish, the orchard should be vis- 
ited at sunrise. When the little grubs 
first hatch, looking through tho tree 
from the side opposite the stm tho little 
nests are easily eeen, and can be entirely 
destroyed by dipping tho brush into the 
kerosBiie, and passing it through tho nest, 
turning the brush round at the same 
time; a very largo numbe; can thus bo 
destroyed in a sfngia Jjojir. 
Care must 


be taken not to continue the work after 
the caterpillars leave their nests. Tho 
orchard should be examined several 
times ii.s there aro ahvays some nests 
that hatch later than others, and often- 
times soino that ure overlooked the first 
timo. 
No good orchardist will permit 


his orchard to be injured by an enemy 
so easily destroyed, as tho tout cater- 
pillar. 


Closely following the hutchim' of the 


caterpillar, is tho ranker worn" 
This 


is an enemy not so easily ijmnao-ecl 
when once it finds lodgment, in the tree • 
but tho. i-ari-fiil ore hard 1st, commences 
in the autumn to protect his trees, by 
stopping the female from ascending tho 
tree to lay hoi- o^gs; this is done, by 
patent tree protectors placed around the 
trunk of tho trees, or by a strip of paper 
a foul wide, kept coviircd with printers1 
ink during the warm days of autumn, 
winter and spring; but if by any reason 
this_is neglected, and the worms make 
their appearance on tho trees, it is very 
difficult to destroy them, on account of 
tho fact that they scatter themselves all 
over tho trees. The easiest, and per- 
haps the most effectual remedy, is, to 
shower the trees with water, in whichig 
mixed a small quantity of Paris green. 


In some sections apple trees are in- 


jured by leaf rollers, which work at the 
same time that the tent caterpillar and 
canker worm works, and should they 
become as numerous as either, will 
prove not only a very destructive enemy 
but ono not easily managed. 


While we are battling the enemies 01 


our orchards the currant worm istakino 
possession of our gooseberry and cm- 
rant bushes. He does it so cunningly 
and so mysteriously, that, until wo fully 
understand him, our knowledge of hi; 
presence often comes about thc°time the 
last leaves arc being consumed, and we 
wonder if ho has grown in a nifht. The 
reason wo do not see him at first is, be- 
cause he very carefully keeps himself 
concealed in the center of the bush when 
small, and approaches the outer branches 
only when ho has consumed all of the 
inner loavp.s. i'],c ]ittic gmb hus a y 
disgusting appearance and seems to be 
covered with asLickysnbstance. Asm-ill 
quantity of air slacked lime or even wood 
ashes .sifted on the bushes is pretty sure 
death for the European currant worm, 
but the American, which is a hu-o-orand 
smoother worm, neither lime o"- ashes 
soetn to have any effect; hellebore should 
be used for his destruction. 
Eternal 


vigilance scorns to be the pi ice of wood 
fruit; for from early spring until late in 
the autumn, numerous enemies, of both 
tree and fruit are abroad, requiring the 
constant attention of man to keep "hem 
in subjection. 


If there is any form of life that man 


fails to become the master of, it will be- 
that form which is known as tho creep- 
ing things of the 
Ploughman. 


AUOUT forty-six miles from Munich, 


in Upper Bavaria, in a district chieily 
inhabited by wood-carvers, lies the vil- 
lage of Oborammorgau—a place to 
which travelers in Europe during tho 
coming season will be specially attract- 
ed, lietweem May 17 and September 
20 the Oberammergau Passion Play— 
which has been performed every ten 
years since IGu-i—will be represented 
with all its pristine splendor. In 1033 a 
frightful plaguo invaded Oberammer- 


u and the surrounding valley; and 


the mourning survivors pledged them- 
selves, in thankfulness for its final ces- 
sation, to represent the sufferings of 
Jesus every ten years, and this pledge 
they have faithfully kept. 
In 
1790 


miracle plays were generally prohibited 
for various moral or social reasons, but 
special exception was made in regard to 
:he people of Oborammergau. 
The 


:heater in which the Passion Play will 
be given this year will accommodate 
about 5,000 persons. 
Perhaps it would 


more properly be called an amphithea- 
ter, as, with the exception of the stage 
xnd tho upper row of scats, it is open, to 
;he sky. The price of seats varies from 
one mark (about twenty-four cents in 
value) to eight. All the expenses are 
borne by the parish and whatever prof- 
its remain after paying expenses, ami 
sotting aside a reserve fund, are devoted 
to local charities. There are somo fif- 
.eon or twenty speaking parts in tBe 
slay; the instrumental chorus includes 
about thirty; and over six hundred per- 
sons take part in the tableaux, some ol 
;hem being little children not more than 
two or three .years old. There are sev- 
enteen groups of types and tableaux, 
and much ingenuity is shown in the ar- 
rangement of these. The Old Testa- 
ment typos, which precede the tableaux, 
are explained by the chorus of singers. 
The dates fixed for those performances 
are chiefly on Sundays. With the ex- 
ception of two, the actors are the same 
as in 1870. 
One of the. former inter- 


preters of tho play has died; and the one 
.vho in 1870 took the part of the Virgin 
Mary has, according to the strict ideas 
of tlie people, become disqualified for 
assuming it, in consequence of-her mar- 
riage. 1'his strange Passion Play was 
probably first written by one of the Ben- 
edictines of Ettal—a monastery formerly 
near Oborammergau—although rewrit- 
ten since. The libretto does not contain 
;he music, and only gives the words of 
the chorus songs.—'flfj.rper's 
Baznr.
